EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's amendments to the claims and arguments filed December 17, 2009 
has been fully considered. In light of the Applicant's amendments and Examiner's 
amendments, claims 1 and 3 are allowed and renumbered to claims 1 and 2. 

In light of the amendments to the claims the 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph 
rejections and the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection is withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claim 1 is 
drawn to a method for reducing a pro-inflammatory response in cystic fibrosis cells with 
fenretinide. Claim 3 is drawn to a method for inducing an inflammatory response in a 
cell of the respiratory tract with fenretinide, wherein the cell is of the disease state of 
cystic fibrosis. There is no prior art of fenretinide specifically reducing a pro- 
inflammatory response or inducing an inflammatory response in cystic fibrosis or CFTR- 
deficient cells. Fenretinide is mainly used in the cancer, and is known to increase 
ceramide levels in cancerous cells as taught by Dahl et al. (2003/0216471 A1) and 
Maureret al. (Journal of the National Cancer Institute, 1999, vol. 91, no. 13, pp. 1138- 
146) of record.
